Ist. A Reaction Wheel is a wheel propelled by the 
pressure in the direction of the circular motion of the 
Wheel developed by the discharge of the water in a 
contrary direction. 


2d. All wheels propelled, in whole or in part, by the | 


pressure of water in its discharge from them Jn a di- 
rection contrary to their circular motion, are reaction 
wheels, so far as they owe their propulsive force to this 
action. 

3d. A wheel that discharges the water propelling it, 
through issues, or apertures, inwardly, and in a direc- 
tion contrary to the circular motion of the wheel is a 
reaction wheel. 

4th. If the propulsion of the wheel be, in whole or in 
part from the pressure of the water developed by its 
discharge in a direction contrary to the circular motion 


of the wheel, no change in the forms of the orifices, or! 


of the vanes, tubes, or channels conducting the water 
to the orifices, will take the wheel out of the definition.

cal state is extremely sensitive, often produce chronic 
disorders which hasten kim to a premature grave. 

But printing is a noble work! and though the printer 
be confined to a narrow circle and amidst the hum of 
the busy world without, and the ceaseless din of the 
politician and news monger within—though compelled 
to.inhale the noxious air of the printing office, and by 
the dim lamp atmidnaight—
